WOMEN'S AND CHILOREN'S HosrTAL. 

Hon. ¥. H. May was called upon to give 
infurmation as to his proposal for the erec- 
tivn of-a- Women’s and Children's Hospital 
in connection with the Government Civil 
Hospital. 

In answer to questions, he said th 
hospital would bo located in an additions 
wing to the put under the managoment of 
the Hospital authorities and the nursing 
staff available for the patients admitted to 
the Hospital. 


Mr Chater—Where do you propose to 
creet this building 7 

Mr May—'There is a site in what, I 
would call the doctor's garden—a large 
vacant piaco of ground below the Sisters’ 
quarters and behind Dr Atkinson's house 
to the south-west. 

In answer to further questions, ho said 
ho proposed 36 beds for women and 8 beda 
for children, which he did not think a Jargo 
number of beds. He believed that if they 
hnd more beds you could fill thom, Dy 
Atkinson pointed out in his report the 
actually existing want of accommodation in 
the hospital, ‘The oxisting accommodation 
for women in thy Hospital was practically 
nit. It consisted of 14 beds for women 
aud children, Thero was ubsolutely no 
children’s ward at the present time in'tho 
Hospital. He had asked Dr Atkinson if 
thoy had those 36 beds whether they could 
fill them, and he said at the end of tha year 
he cortainly could fill them. Of course, he 
ight fill them in the firat year, but that 
would allow a cortain margin for increase, 
These 36 beds were not, of course, all for 
EKuropeans—one ward of 14 beds was for 
Europeans and another ward of the same 
number-of beds for Asiatics,

Mr May thought it would cost $15,000 
or $20,000 a-year to run the Hospital, if 
they ‘took into account medicine, food, 
light, &e. 

Mr Lockhart—Is_ it expected that the 
erection of this building will lead to any 
inctease in the staff of the Hospital as at 
present constituted ? 

Mr May—Of course, combined with tho 
erection of this wing I had. an idea to-ex- 
tend the probationary stail, ‘and the only 
addition te the staff of the Hospital that 
would be required for this training of 
probationers—Asiatics or Eurasians—would 
be one Axsistant Matron. He proceeded 
ta By he had not taken into account tho 
receipts that would be received from the 
private wards, The Hospital would bo 
handed ovor to Government, To combine 
this Women’s and Children’s Hospital with

Mr May—It has got to do. with private 
nursing. [submit you cannot train pro- 
Vationers with the view of their going out 
as nurses unless you found and keop upa 
women’s and children’s hospital, I under- 
stand that thé Governmont has under con- 
-templation a scheme for angaging proba- 
tiuners Tor the Civil Hospital, who could 
be trained within this new building, and 
who would subsequently be Jet out for 
private, parties; or they would atart on 
their own account..’ In any case they would 
be available, We could easily find a site 
for quarters for probationers and the mat- 
ron olosa to the Sisters’ quarters.
